Mr Dempfter prefented a petition from Mr Sitherlaud, 
praying to be heard by counfel, or in any manner the Houfe 
fhould think proper, againft the allegations of the petition pre- 
fented by General Murray, as tending to caft ‘the moft un- 
founded afperfions om his ‘character.
